UNIFORMS OP ALL TIMES. 


During the revolutionary war each 


colony had its militia, and the uni- 
forms of each body were different. Ijfc- 
ter the higher officers came to l»e 
known by the colored ribbons worn, 
across their breasts, and the lower of- 
£ee»n by tbe cockade worn in their 
hats. 


In 1821 dark blue was declared to be 


the national uniform color of both offi- 
cers and enlisted men, the only excep- 
tion being scarlet coats for musicians 
and gray coats for cadets. Various 
changes took place in the shape of the 
clothing of tbe soldiers until ,1883, 
when 'our uniforms became practically 
fixed, the cloth for the trousers being 
light blue and the facings being light 
blue tor infantry, yellow for cavalry 
and red for artillery. 


The varied costumes of the return- 


ing soldier boys have aroused an inter- 
est in uniforms in ganeral. Valerius 
MaxtmuB, the Roman etnperor, ordered 
the Roman soldiers to wear red so 
they would not be frightened at the 
sight of their own blood, and even now 
red forms 
a conspicuous part of 


French and English uniforms. In our 
own army red has been abolished ex- 
cept for facings, on the ground that it 
attracts attention In the field, though 
experiments In Germany prove that a 
blue target is hit three time* where 
a red one is hit once.

which were stolen 


from the Mancliurla kingdom by Gen- 
era! Igaattaff in 1861. The story of 
the transfer-of the region lying south 
of the Amur river and east of the 
TJsurt. will bear telling, serving, as 
It does, as an admirable example of 
RoMlaa methods. In the year 1860 
China was Invaded by the French and. 
English bent on,teaching the. "son 
of heaven" a salutary lesson the ad- 
vjaability of maintaining the rights 
granted by previous treaties. The 
western "barbarians'' had forced their 
way to Pekln. which was for the first 
time entered by a foreign foe, and the 
mandarins were at their wit's end for 
a means of saving their face. It was 
while the negotiations for a new 
treaty wer* in progress 'that young 
Ignatleff—be was not 30 at the time 
—srrived and Joined his Influence to 
that of the armies, who were for the 
moment masters of the situation, for 
bringing about peace, 'immediately 
the negotiations had proved success- 
full the young diplomatist Interviewed 
the Chinese on his own behalf, and 
demanded, in the name of tike Czar, 
the immediate cession of the Usuri 
province—a territory as large as Ger- 
many. China was taken aback, but 
quite helples*. Fearing further wars 
with the outer powers, she conceded 
what was demand**!, and the sea- 
board of Manchuria was promptly oc- 
cupied by. Russia, the first place to be 
taken In hand being the fine natural 
harbor between the bays of Amur .and 
Posslet, which became named Vladi- 
vostock. the frontier stronghold of the 
Russian Pacific station.

They are essentially feminine, without 
being Insipid or inane; their sphere 
is in the home; their occupation is in 
the ministries of wife and mother, of 
sister and daughter: and in every- 
thing that Homer* shows us of their 
relations we recognize a 
natural 


warmth of domestic affection and a 
noble tone of manners. There are. In- 
deed, two Homeric exceptions to such 
a standard; but in each case there 
are touches which render these excep- 
tions fresh proofs of the rule. Nestor 
refers to the terrible crime of Aga- 
memnon's wife: but in doing so he 
notes how she had yielded .only to the 
persistence of thetempter Aegis thus: 
"Verily at the first the fair Clytaem- 
nestra would have nothing to do with 
the foul deed; for she had a good un- 
derstanding." And Helen at least feels 
a remorse which no reproaches could 
make sharper. The noble element in 
her character comes out In response to 
nobleness: It is when her brother-in- 
law. Hector, has been bravely striv- 
ing to inspire Paris with something of 
his own generous 
patriotism 
that 


Helen's self-condemnation breaks forth 
in its bitterest utterance.

The safeguarding of Vladivostock 


baa always been regarded as a matter 
of utmost importance to the Russian 
empire, and admission to the harbor 
Is only permitted under a number of 
stringent regulations. One of these is 
interesting owing to the circumstances 
which brought It into force. Some ten 
years ago the Chinese squadron of the 
British fleet while on a cruise paid a 
visit to Vladivostock. 
The Russian 


fleet chanced to be at sea,'and the 
British vessels arrived during tha 
prevalence of a sea fog which render- 
ed them invisible 
from 
the chore. 


When the fog lifted, and the squadron 
waa discovered riding at anchor off 
the town, there was nearly a panic, as 
the visit was unexpected, and the port 
authorities thought that war had 
broken out. They were soon reassured, 
however, though the incident was du- 
ly considered, and in the result a reg- 
ulation was Introduced forbidding morn 
than two foreign men-of-war to enter 
the harbor at a time. 


The great importance of Vladivostock 


as the chief naval base of the B«s»!«n 
seaboard in the far east ctme to an 
end early this year, when the repre- 
sentatives of the esar occupied the 
Llao Tong penlnwla. From the day 
of Its acquisition till the present, ev- 


plete anonymity, sinking his own per-

satisfy his wandering inclinations, so 
he again gave up bis profession and 
devoted himself to travel and writing. 
After visiting Japan, Doctor Morrison, 
in 1894. determined to cross China at 
its greatest width, from Shanghai to

the story of 


this trip he has told In his book, An 
Australian In China.' He covered .3.000 
miles in all—one-half by boat, in a 
voyage up the Yangtse river, and the 
remainder on the overland highway 
Into Burmah. 
Then he spoke no 


Chinese, but he has since accomplished 
the task of learning that dreadful 
tongue thoroughly, and he now has the 
cinfldence, or gets the information, of 
Chinese officials close to the Dragon 
Throne.

"Verily at the first the fair Clytaem- 
nestra would have nothing to ds with 
the foul deed; for she had a good un- 
derstanding " And Helen at least feels 
a remorse which no reproaches could 
make sharper. The noble element in 
her character comes out in response to 
nobleness; it is when her brother-in- 
law. Hector, hag bees bravely striv- 
ing to inspire Paris with something of 
his own generous patriotism 
that 


Helen's self-condemnation breaks forth 
in its bitterest utterance.

and heavy guns. In a very few years 
Vladlvostock became a fortress of the 
first class, and with the additional de- 
fenses subsequently added it has for 
some years been regarded as practical- 
ly impregnable 


The town of Vladivostock lies on 


the north shore of a narrow bay ex- 
tending some two miles inland, hav- 
ing an average width of about half a 
mile, oil either side of the settlement, 
which is of goodly size and includes 
a population of 15,000 and a military 
force of about 3,000 men. Very large 
sums ha\e been expended by the 
Russians on the defenses of the arsen- 
al, which lies to the east of the town, 
and no less than six million roubles 
were spent on new fortifications and 
dockyard extensions five years ago. 
The protection provided against attack 
from the sea is now very complete, 
and includes eight forts of the first 
clasa placed on the numerous head- 
land* guarding the approaches to the 
harbor, besides the blockhouses which 
surround the settlement. The barrack 
accommodation Is very extensive, and 
it la believed mat from 35,000 to tu.uOC 
men could be concentrated on the spot 
with the greatest ease. 


The safeguarding 
of Vladivostock 


has always been regarded as a matter 
of utmost importance to the Russian 
empire, and admission to the harbor 
is only permitted under a number of 
stringent regulations. One of these is 
interesting owing to the circumstances 
which brought it into force. Some ten 
years ago the Chinese squadron of the 
British fleet while on a cruise paid a 
visit to Vladivostock. 
The Russian 


fleet chanced to be at sea, and the 
British vessels arrived during the 
prevalence of a sea fog which render- 
ed them invisible 
from 
the chore. 


When the fog lifted and the squadron 
was discovered riding at anchor oR 
the town, there was nearly a panic, as 
the visit waa unexpected, and the port 
authorities 
thought that war had 


broken out. They were soon reassured, 
however, though the Incident was du- 
ly considered, and in the result a reg- 
ulation was Introduced forbidding more 
than two foreign men-of-war to enter 
the harbor at a time, 


Tbe great importance of Vladivostock 


as the chief naval base of the Russian 
seaboard In the far east came to an 
end early this vear, when the repre- 
sentatives of th* ccar occupied the 
Mao Tong penlntMla. From the day 
of Its acquisition till the present, ev- 


plete anonymity, sinking his own per- 
sonality in that of his papers, but so 
important a part has the information 
furnished by him played in the recent 
shuffling of Chinese provinces, and, 
therefore, in the ambitions of the pow- 
ers, that he nas at last be£B. drawa n"t 
into the light. 


This now famous discoverer and 


revealer of national secrets was born 
In Australia thirty- six years ago. He 
studied medicine at Melbourne univer- 
sity, but abandoned bU profession 
soon after receiving his degree, and 
started on a long trading journey 
among the South Sea Islands. In 188*8 
a spear wound, receivtd while at the 
bead of an exploring expedition in 
New Guinea, sent him to Edinburgh 
for treatment, and after further atudles 
there he returned to medicine, practic- 
ing in Spain, Morocco, and Ballarat. 
These very frequent changes did not

he again gave up bis profession acd 
devoted himself to travel and writing. 
After vlelting Japan, Doctor Morrison, 
in 1894, determined to croes Chics at 
its greatest width, from Shanghai to 
the Burmese frontier.

this trip he has told in his book, An 
Australian In China. He covered S.OOO 
miles In all—one-half by boat, la a 
voyage up the Tangtse river, and the 
remainder on the overland highway

Chinese, but he has since accomplished 
the task of learning that dreadful 
tongue thoroughly, and he now has the 
rlnfidence, or gets the Information, of 
Chinese officials close to the Dragon 
Throne.
